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The Lord is then beſt praiſed, when we acknowledge him to be his own 
praiſe. 


> Annuary the firſt 1649. Weembarqued from 
& Wexford in the Hettoy for Corke, m__ ewo 

s or three leagues beyond Greenor-bay,but were 
driven back, the'windturning upon us, upon 
the Saturday following the wind being fair 
we got within ſight of Dungarvan,that night 
proved very windy, and abour four in the 
morning , on the Lords day, a very tempeſtu- 
ous wind aroſe, and the ſtorm was the great- 
eſt that ever any of the Sea-men knew ( as they ſaid ) the wind was at 
South-taſt very thick, we hoped tor ferchCorke, being within a mile 
of the ſhore, but could not poſlibly make land : in that diſtreſs we 
put to ſea, hoping þy that way ts ſavelife, the wind continugd all 
tharSabbarh day at Sourh-eaſt, Sourh-eafſt and by South, and South 
South-eaſt, which if the wind had held at ſouth-eaſt as it was in the 
morning, we-could not bave doubled the point about theland bur 
had beenceaſt upon che rocks : we bore twocourſes to keep off from 
the ſhore all the day , and being as we ſuppoſed abourthe pitch of 
the Cape Cleere , at nine on Sabbath day night weſhipt a great Sea 
which ſplit and carryed away our foreflile and ſo were forced to 
bring to a fore-top fail ro keep from the ſhore, and to bere that 
fore tope-ſaile till rwo inthe night, in which time we were fonged 
ro. cut our Anchor from the bough to ſave the ſhip from foundring, 
we having at that time five foot water in the hold, The Monday 
morning we were rev leyyues wo leemary of the Copy.Clry, Hts 
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wind was up at South-weſt, then we made all the ſayl poſſible to fetch 
ſome harbour,and it pleaſed God, we made the Cape, hoping to ferch 
Baltanoere,but the wind coming up at South-eaſt and by eaſt, we were 
forced to Sea again all the night, chewind continuing at South-eaſt, 
Sonth-eaſt and by South,and South-South-eaſt. 

Tueſday we made. the Miſne head, and could fetch no harbour the 
wind bring ill at South-eaſt, Weeneſday the wind came up at Weſt, 
and we made for ſhore again, and came up as high asGally-head 
hoping to fetch Kirſale, abour three in the after-noone the wind 
came up at Ea(t South-eaſt, and then we hoped to recover Caſt!rhaven 
- before night, and made foric, and in our runningin, the Wind 
veared at South-eaſt and blew very freſh, and weſtil] hoping to gain 
the harbour,ranin, knowing no other way to ſaveliſe,the Wind bein 
ſo contrary, it grew extraordinary thick, rained and blew much, we 
fired three or four pieces of Ordnance ( forlights ) and ſaw onelighc 
from the Caſtle, as we ſuppoſed, and two. other lights ro the Eaſt - 
ward, which put us to an amazement, not knowing whether they 
were friends or enemies, and could not poſſibly ſee'the going into 
the Harbour. but were in the very breach of che ſhore, the ſight where- 
of cauſed a preart ſcrik inthe Ship, .and thereupon broug t our Ship 
to, hoping thereby to havecome to an Anchor, whichif we had done, 
we had been paſt all hopes of life, the Rock being ſo neer would have 
cut our Anchor, but God being moſt merciful in that nick of time, the 
Sea-men deſpairing of life, the Windat an inſtant cameup ar Eaf,, 
which carryed us into the Sea, and yet ſo great was the danger, that if 
the Wind did not turn again tothe Weſtin leſsthan halfan hour, 
we were dead men, by reaſon of the Rocks called the Stagge, ſo we 
came in alictle time within ſight ot the Rocks, the Wind eriving us 
ftrongly. upon them, and then ; 855 the Rocks within a Ships lengch 
— of us, wepurt our Ship to ſtay, which ſhe would nort,the Sea being {g 

extremely grown, the Sea-men being at their wits end, wiſhing usro 
prepare for death : the Lord agaiaat that very inſtent cauſed the wind 
ro come up at South-weſt, which carryed us out into the Sea cleep 
from the Rocks, where we had the Wind favourable that night, ang 
_ be God on Thurſday we came into Kis/ale, it being the firg 
Hafbour that the Lord was pleaſed to give us, but that whichis mog 
admirable is this, .that ſo ſo0n as the Ship was comeinto Xir/ale Hay. 
bour, ſhe leaked ſo yery much, that the Sea-men came the next mo. 
ing and rold us, that they were almoſt drowned that night, and coy1q 
Carce 
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ſcarce keep the ſhip alive inthe Harbour, atd were forced the next 
tide to bring her to the Key, and atthe Ebb to repair her, and had 
much ado to keep her from ſinking. This being the method of Gogs 
dealing with us in our paſſage. av 

Now concerning the work of God upon my ſpiric- during the 
Norm, thus it was. Towardsthe evening of the Sabbath day Zannuary 
the 5. my heart was exceeding fad and ſforrowfu!l even-unto death 
a dark night approaching, and the ſhip taking in much water, my 
fpirit fainted and my heart ſank within me, the ſorrows of death 
caught hould of me, much grieved I wasfor my poor dear heart who 
did not expreſs half ſo much fear as my ſelf, many ſweet expreſtions 
ſhe uſed in prayers, wiſhing me tocall earneſtly upon God : many 
words I could not uſe, but my heart was praying , it almoſt broke 
my heart to think what my wivesfriends would ſay inZng/and, that 
1 ſhould bring her into [re/and to drown her ( though I bleſs God ſhe 
never repined at id) troubled I was likewi'e for my poor ſervants 
that came in Tove along withus, italmoſt ſplic my heart to think 
what the Malignants would lay in F»gland when they hear that we 
were drowned ( how they would abuſe that paſſage of Pani, Atts 
28.4.) That though vengeance hath not overtaken me at Land, 
ver [ was met withal at Sea ;. much troubled [ was'at' the manner 
of the dearh, ſuch extraordinary violent: deaths importing the na- 
ture of ſome heavy Judgement, as if the Lord hath been diſpleaſed 
with us, and had not fent us, and Fenahs ſtorm was much in my 
thoughts ( I having ſpoken ſome words of Exhortation to the com- 
pany out of that Scripture before the ſtorm began ) for God ſent thar 
great ſtorm, 7on4h.1.4.becauſe Fonah went contrary to his Commands, 
whereI obſerved, That when a Chriſtian is in Gods way, upon Gods 
errand ſent to Sea, uſually God makes the Winde and the Seas fa- 


vourableto him, upon ſuch conſiderations, and many obietions mad} */ 
by fleſh and blood, I had very much trouble with my unbelicving hea : 


andcould not-bring my mind to be willing to die, earneſt I had been 1n 
ſecret prayer at the Throne of Grace before, for 16. or 18. hours to- 
gether, pleading with the Lord, thatifir were poſlible this cup of his 
indignation might pafe over us, that in Judgments be would remem- 
ber Mercy , however that we might cheertully ſubmit to his ſweet 
pleaſure , the materials of my long ſuggeſted prayers were meditations 
and applications of ſeveral Scriptures which mention. Gods power, 
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6) 
-- wiſdome- and love in the Seas. SIP baving put it into. my minde 
not long before to note moſt of the chief places is Scripture con- 
cerning the Seas, as proper and uſefull for a Sea-voyage. I preſt 
my dear Chriſt not to drown us, for ſaid I, we fight for thy King- 
ly Office, throw the Agypriars and all thy emplacable enemies into 
the mid{t of the Sea, bu (et us be preſerved that we may praile thy 
Name, Exed.14.27,30.& 15.1. Lord this is a calamity to0 heavy for 
thy poor creatures to beare. wg 6.3 were itnoc thatthou haſt caſt 
our- ſins into the depths of the Seas : Micah 7.19. Lord ſuffer 
not the deeps to ſwallow us up: P/al. 69.15, Let notall chy waves 
and billowes paſs over us. We have ſeenchy wonders inthe deep ; 
Pſal.107.23. And if thon fave us we ſhall declare chew ta the children 
of men; but if thou make our graves in the Sea, the dead canner 
praiſe thee : Pſal. 1 (5. 17, thou Lord which leadeſt thy Servants 
throngh the deep, preparedry Land for ns - . Lord, why ſhould noc 
the Sezs be as favourable to thy ſervants asche dry Land ? Thoulayeſt 
up the depthin ſtore-houſes, P/al,z3.7. Thou Lord canſt till the 
noyſe of the waves, P/al.65,7. Pſaþ68 32. ' was a comfortable place 
to me, that the Lord promiſed to bring again his people fromthe 
. depth of the Sea. Sweet Chriſt do thy Office and be aSavour to thy 
- people both for Souls and Bodies , thou layeſt the beames of thy 
Chambers in the waters 10.4. P/al.3. and ruleſtthe raging of the 
Seas. P/al.89.9. Now Lord thefloods have lifred up their yoyce and 
their waves: P/al.93.2. but thou art mightyer thanthe mighty wavcs 
of the Sea; The fiſhes ofthe Sea ſhail ſhrink at thy preſence : bur 
why ert thou ſo angry with thy ſervants whoart fentin thy ſervice? 
Lord caft the great Dragon: into the Bottomleſs Pit, that old Ser- 
pent called the Devil and Sachan. Reve/.12. 9. but ler thy people 
live to praiſe thee; thou Lord canſt ſay to the Sea, Be drys, E/4.44. 
27. Eſa. 50.2, and canſt cafily bring usſafeto land Lord haſt noc 
thou made the depths oftheSea a way for thy ranſomed ones topaks 
over? Eſa.51.10. Why muſt then thy ſervants bedrowned as if ehey 
were in this Malefators? Jonab ran-away from thee and would noc 
obey thee, being unwilling to be the mouth and proclaimer of thy 
Iuftice upen Nmeveh the head of the Aſyriaw Empire; and thou 
Jentet our a great winde, and there wasa mightycempeſt inthe Sea, 
Tonab. 4.' which was noordinary wind, but ſearasapuniſhment for 
his diſobedience, yot- becapfe hewastby ſervant, andwas nor elviſh, 
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nor diſpleaſed in thy ſhewing mercy for fear of his beingthoughe 
a falſe Prophet, bur out of zeal for thy glory which hethought was 
wronged and obſcured by that change, 'and our of hivardeacraffeRi- 
onto thy peoplerhat their enemics ſhoulf live ;, and though he ſaid, 
he did well to be angry, even unto death, they being not words of 
exprefe rebellion, but of a paſſionate Spirit blinded with anger, 
therefore when he prayed unto thee out of the belly of Hell, he was 
mightily preſerved. © Now Lord, thou which wait a 'God ſo'gracious 
and merciful ſlow to anger, & of great kindneſs towards the Heathens 
inn Niveveh ſhall not we find thy mercy ? if thou haſt any further work 
for us todoin our peneration,we ſhall. Lord, it is the wicked that is 
like the troubled Sea; whoſe water caſts up mireand&irr, 1/a. 57.'20 
Thy Juſtice was very wonderfuland glorious at Wexfoyd,-in drown- 

ing thoſe Pirates and wicked menin the Sea, that had done'ſo mucty 
miſchief to thy peoplein chat Element, and what wiltthy enemies ſay 
when the carkaſſes of thy peopleare given to be food for the Fiſhes ? 
Lord command rhi« (great wind into thy treaſure, and bring forth 
winds ſerviceable for vs that we may have an auſpicious pale, 
and an, expeditious fail-»into © fome Harbour 'where ir. ſhall 
plezſe thy Majeſty, for thy (poor creatures are at their wits end, - 
and death appears in their faces;” thou only canſt ſhur up the Sea 
with doors, 7+b. 38. 8, Thou makeſt the deeptoboyle like a por, 
and makeſtthe Sea like apotof oyntment, as if the Sea was hoary 
by the long white frothy path, ob: 41. 31, 32. SweetChriſt, thou 
haſt dominion from Sea ro Sea, Pſal. 72.8; and thou haſt givento 
rhe Sea a Cecree, that the waters paſs not thy commands,” Prov. $. 
29. Therefore though the Sea Roar and threaten to ſwallow us ap, yer 
urleſs thou givelt it a commiſiion to devour us, it cannot hurt us: 
ſweer Chriſt, the Sea is unto thee asthe dry land, the winds and Seas 
will-obey thee, dear Redeemer wile not thou ſpeak one word to ſave 
the.lives of thy own members? Mattih. 8. 26, 27. and 14. 27, 
AL + 4,29. Peace, Bz [til], will makea greatcalm.Lord aſſure ſome 
cf thy poor Servants that all ſhall be well, as thou didſtro bleſſed 
Pant, Ats 27.23. Give ſome viſion and manifeſtation of thy love, 
for it was for thy ſake that we commirted our ſelvesto the Sea, let 
ſome of thy Servants 1n the Ship be aſſured from Heaven that we ſhall * ' 
beſaſe, however Lord let thy will be our wills : with otber Scriptures, - 
1:0:- now perfeRly rememvred... New after long Pr:yersand medita- * 
tions, * 
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Lions, it pleaſed God about fix on theSabbath' day night; that the 
Lord Jeſus'Chriſt began to quiet my Spirit in -himſelf, and L was well 
perſwaded to die, andbegan to be raviſht with the Conſideration of 
the joyes of Heaven, how quickly and my poor heart ſhould bein 
our Maſters joyes, that expreſlionof entring into my Maſters joy af- 
fe&ted me much, that the joy was too big re enter into me, - I muſt 
be ſ*nallowed up in it,and thatmy Maſters joy could beno ſmall joy , 
thereupon I ſpake comfortably to my wife, deſiring her to cheer up, 
for that we ſhould ſuddainly be in Heaven, -if he Load was pleaſed 
thus totakeus to himſelf, who reſigned her Soul to God, and we 
took our leaves ſolemnly of eachother, with our eves full of teares, 
which I felc running down her cheeks whea I kiſt them, ſaying that all 
rears ſhall ſuddenly be wiped from our eyes in-Heaven,and with a great 
feryour of Spirit I thought ſeveral times to this purpoſe, Sweet Je- 
ſus. I come to thee, we come not only inthisSea of waters, but Lord 
we come to theein a Sea of blood if ic ſhall pleaſe 'thee to call us, the 
ſtorm ſtillincreaſed,and I grew exceeding heavy and ſleepy; bur rouſed 
my ſelf up,and checked my heart,thar ſhould ou 4h like offer to ſleep 
inſuch aſtorm-:| what, bedrowned in my flezp 1- my wiſe often beg- 
cedat menot to-ſleep, but I'could not poſſibly forbear ſleep, if ic had 
been to have ſaved all our lives; ſoit pleaſed God, that fitting as up- 
right as I could, I fell into as faſt a ſleepasever I was in all my life,

Andain my ſleep I dreamed, 


Hat I was in an upper chamber with my ſweet 
Redeemer Chriſt Jeſus,and that there were ma- 
ny Suiters attended to ſpeak with him , to be- 
ſeech him to ſave cheirShips and Barks, that they 
mighr nor periſh by the ſtorm, 1 chought it was 
a large room, wherein there was a long table with an ordinary 
Carpet, and two candles ſtanding upon it, two trenchers of To- 
bacco, and Pipes, and one Man walking up and down by the ta- 
ble, of a middle ſtature ,about thirty years of age,the hairs of his 
Head long and white as flax, but curlingat theend, but the hair 
of his upper lip brown, in fad colour'd cloathes, anda cloth 
broad brim'd hat, I asked him who he was, who ſaid, he waired 
upon Jeſus Chriſt;I asked him where Jeſus Chriſt was,he pointed 
roa Curtain, ſfaying,there he is; | beheld and ſaw a- glorious ſhi- 
ning,but no n,and methought Jeſus Chriſt ſpake to me,and 
asked me what I would have, I ſaid che lives of allin the Ship , 
faid he,in what ſhip?ſaidT in the Hefor.It is a bad name faid he, 
for ſuch as profeſs me. Caſtor and Pollux is for Heathens. I 
pray*d him that we might nor dye in this manner, ſayes he co. me, 
are not you ſafe? but good Lord faidTI, 1 muſt return, and I 
beg life for all in the Ship; who are they ſaid ke ?I anſwered,chat 
there was my dear Wife and three ſervants, Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Saunders, Major Bee, Mr. Hews, honeſt Abrahaw, and 
other paſſengers thy ſervants, (ſaid Jeſus Chriſt at my naming 
Lieu, Col. Saunders and ſome others, its ſo much the better thar 
they are there) the Captain and the Sea-men are ſerviceable to 
thy Cauſe, and they take wonderful pains to fave their own 
lives and ours, but unleſs thou ſpeak the word, the Sea will 
ſwallow us up. Then methought Jeſus Chriſt askt me why I was 
not willing to dye?l told him, that by this death I could nor glori- 
fie him, thinking upon that Scripture, foh.21.19.and methoughc 
I was ſomething impatient that the Lord ſhould ſurprize us, get» 
ting us into a ſhip ar his call for his ſervice, and then ro drown 
us, as if we were Parricides or hainous MalefaQors, _ by 
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Law were drowned - at that rrethought Jeſus Chriſt withdrew, 
as if he was diſpleaſed ; ſaid I, Lord, if thou drowneſt thoſe that 
love thee, what wilt thou do to thine enemies ? but could get no. 
anſwer, whereupon I was ſenſible of my impaticnce,and thought 
that 1 fell down flat down on the ground, and cryed for mercy, 
ſaying, Lord, we kiſs wy Rod, and turn our naked backs , ſtrike 
as much as thou pleaſelt. Lord, I plead nothing but thy free 
grace;it may be many of us have offended in excelilive drinking, 
and now thou art puniſhing us in our own Element , how: ver 
our fins are more then the ſands of the Sea-ſhore, but ler pitty 
move thee to ſave us; thou ſweet Redeemer which haſt been 
at Sea in ſtorms, that art a merciful High Prieſt, !ike unto us in 
all things but ſin, Heb. 2.17. and 4. 15. take pitty upon thine 
own fleſh and blood ; what Father but would fave his Child 
from drowning if he could ? haſt thou no work for any of us to 
do? I thought the anſwer was, but little to be done by ſome of 
us ; (my Wite tells me, that bur a little before I ſlept, I ſaid, cer. 
rainly God had ſomething for me, andothers to do for his ſer- 
vice, and therefore we ſhould not dye at this time, which 1 did 
not remember;) ſweet Chriſt hear us as thou did(t thy Diſciples, 
faveus quickly or elſe we periſh, and being earneſt in prayer, in 
my dream methought that the man in the room came to me, and 
told me that this was-no natural ſtorm of. Gods ſending, but an 
extraordinary tempeſt raiſed by Satan (by Gods permiſſion ) 
to deſtroy thoſe which were coming to fight againſt his ſervants, 
and bad me uſe that argument to his Maſter, ThereuponT in- 
ſtantly craved leave to ſpeak, and ſaid, Sweet Saviour, if this 
ſtorm and tempeſt 'be raiſed by Satan.the Prince of theair, as 
in Lapland, and many other places where winds are ſold, . he 
works in the children of diſobedience, and hath nothing to do 
with thy poor ſervants, for though thou mayſt juſtly for our fins 
iveSatan.'power over us, as thou didſt over thy dear ſervant 
56, yet where thou giveſt a particular faith to be free from Sa- 
thans ſtorms and witchcrafts, thou art pleaſed to grant that 
which is believed, And in great love it pleaſed JeſusChriſt to give 
a gratious anſwer to my ſpirit, and ſaid, Be nor afraid,your hyes 
ſhall be ſaved; inſtantlyLreplyed, Lord,lert it be for all thePerſons 
in the ſhip, he ſaid, beit ſo;then[preſſed for the goods1io the ſhip, 
Lord ſaid] I,there are my L.G.goods,& M.G.goods, Let them be 
{afe,but they are not there, ſaid Jeſus Chriſt,no Lord ſaid I, the 
arefighting thy batcels , Jeſus Chriſt anſwered, the goods ſhall 
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all be ſafe , and the ſhip likewiſe, and nothing miſcarry , then 1 
gave humble thanks, and departed, and as I was going out, I 
thought Jeſus Ch:ilf ſaid ro me, it 1s granted for half fifty, go 
no more to Sea in Winter. 1 turther dream'd that the Devil and 
his Imps were very earnelt with Jeſus Chriſt, to get leave to de. 
{troy the Governour of Wexferd, by the ſtorm, but the Lord 
ſaid, it ſhould not be ; ſome there were that had Barks at Wex- 
ford, that attended to ſpeak with Jeſus Chriſt , I could nor tell 
what they ſaid, they diſcourſed much about the Governour,and 
all that I heard Chriſt ſay, was,that winter was not yet come for 
them at Wexford ;- then 1 thought I met with Captain Haire- 
bottel, who had very great reſpe&t ſhewn to him, andI thought 
his prayers did us very much good, and he was very much com- 
mended for his tenderneſs to the fick Souldiers at Wexford. I 
chought there were other men from Wexford that came tor ſafe 
paſſsges, and one Officer was very earneſt for a ſhip that he was 
ro come in, and [ heard this expreſſion concerning him, we muſt 
take ſpecial care of his ſhip, for he was very tender and kind to 
the poor ſick ſouldiers, and much diſcourſe I heard about ſick 
ſouldiers, Jeſus Chriſt ſaid, if ſtorms will not do, I have 0+ 
ther afflitions to make them more tender-hearted and pitiful, 
methought the perſon that ſo walked in the room, ſpake much 
to this effet, that there would be many ſtorms by reaſon of 
much hardheartedneſs , to break and melt their ſpirits, ſince 
which (bleſſed be God) Captain Zrcws is come ſafe in the wild 
Bear, one whom I obſerved in Wexford to be very liberal, 

render-hearted, and compaſſionate to the poor Souldiers ; 

whereupon I awaked : this dream lafted about two hours, all 

which time the ſtorm increaſed; my Wife told me that ſhe 

jogged me above twenty times toawaken me, and wondred 

that I ſhould ſleep, ſeeing we were all ſo near the point of death, 

ſaidIto her, peace my dear heart, be quiet, we ſhall all be ſafe: 

Jeſus Chriſt hath promiſed me our lives, be not afraid , and told 

her all my dream, whereat ſhe was much amazed, . but could 

not believe any ſafery, and urged me to prayer, being herſelf 

well reſolved to dye, cheerfully ſubmicting ro Gods good plea- 

ſure; but told me ſhe had a ſtrong impreſſion upon her ſpiric 

by way of queſtion, as if the Lord had ſpoken to ber, that in 

caſe he ſhould be pleaſed to ſpare her life at this time, wherher 

ſhecould be content to ſuffer for him? whereunto ſhe found her 
- heart moſt ready and willing, by the Lords aſliſtance, '» lay 
| B 2 own 
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down her life for his glory ; but my own heart was then gi- 
ving thanks, and brim-tull of comforr. 

I related my dream to Liutenant Col. Sanders, Major Bee, 
Ben. and the two Maids that were in the Cabbin. And ſent in 
for Captain Ftoaks;, the Malter, the Gunner, Benner, and 
Marſhal, and bid chem be of good cheer, and ply their buſi- 
neſs, for we ſhould be all ſafe, tejling them what ] had dream. 
ed , chey admired at my confidence, and Captain Stoaks could 
not believe it; (ſaid he) I know God is very merciful and can 
do much , but the Ship hath five foot water in the hould, which 
the Pumpe could not reach, being choaked, and very ſubje to 
leaks, being iwwenty years old, and then it was about nine at 
night, the ſtorm increafing, and they not knowing where about 
they were, I told them chat I was aſfured of ſafety, as if I were 
on Shore, and one word more | had dreamed, which I told them 
of, ſaid I ro Jeſus Chriſt, what if the Ship ſhould break aſunder? 
He anſwered me, you ſhall be as ſafe as it you were in Codds boat 
(a boat at Wexford that we went in towards the ſhip in the bay, 
and were driven back ſeveral times) or asif you were in the Go- 
vernors houſe in Fexford;what impreſſion it had upon their ſpi- 
ritsI know not, but ſome that were inthe great Cabbin told 
me that they did verily believe it, and that their hearts were 
much quiered by what] ſaid. The ſtorm increaſed, and a great 
noyſe was made in the ſhip, the water came in at the gun Cab- 
bin windows, the ſhip ready to overſet and to founder ; many 
ſcreeks and cryes out, now we are gore, and yet my confidence 
and aſſurance increaſed,] bid them pray.and be thankful, for they 
were as ſafe as if they were on ſhoar , ſtill my poor wife ſaidir 
could not be; I told her I was ſure of it ; ſhe mult lye ſtill and ee 
the ſalyation of our God. 

I confeſs I mach marvyelled at the change that was wrought 
in my own ſpirit, from a trembling fearfulneſs to a rejoycing 
aſſurance, and conſidering it was but a dream, I thought 1 mighc 
preſume coo much in an over-confidence, and was jealous over 
my own heart leſt I ſhould offend, begging the Lords extraor- 
dinary affiſtance ſutable ro the preſent danger , but themorel 
checkt my heart of preſumption , the moredid my faith mount 
upon the wing as if I had been upon dry ground, and had not fo 
much fear as the thouſand part of the weight of a hair : che poor 
hip workt for her life, and the Sea-men took infinite pains, two. 
parts being fallen fick,& the orher30,were continually at ir,ſom- 
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times they were in a little hopes, ſometimes their ſouls ready to 
faint; about twelve at night, he that was at the Heim by my 
Cabbin ſaid all wis broken, the water came in here , a hile be- 
fore they cryed our, that che foreſail was ſplit and carried away, 
and the Anchors thrown over board co lighten the ſhip, yet all 
this while my ſpirit was the ſame, in a thankful admiration 
for ſo great adeliverance, and ſaid, all ſhall be as well as heart 
could wiſh, when they ſpoke of lightning the ſhip,my wiſe call'd 
ro Capt. Stoaks, and bad himif he thought fit ro throw over 
ſome Trunks which we had inthe ſhip, which 1 liked very well 
(as it was in Pawls-ſtorm) in regard of others that were in the 
ſhip, but for my own part, I ſaid I would not have any thing 
thrown over, for 1 knew all would be well,and { ſo bleſſed be the 
Lord of Seas) about four in the morning, the ſtorm abated, my 
heart was in a very thankful poſture, and that Wedneſday night 
after, when the Sea-men ſaid, we were in molt danger, entring 
into Caeftle- Haves in the dark, that we mult haye the wind turn 
twicein half an hour to ſave us, firit co carry us from the breach 
of the ſhore co the Sraggs, and thento carry us off from them : 
when we were within a Cables lengch of the ſhore, and the Sea- 
men divided, not knowing what to do, Captain Stoakes bad ler 
fall an Anchor,or elſe we are all dead men, others faid, cry to get 
off from ſhore, and there was a preat ſcreek chat all was gone, I 
was not one jot afraid, but told them they were fure to pet ſafe 
ro Land, and the ſhip to a Harbdour,and the Lord ſhewed himſelf 
kind to poor ſinners, ; 

One thing,though it ſeem to be of ſmall importance, yet it runs 
much in my mind,and 1 muſt needs relate it, 1 thought that Jeſus 
Chriſt ſaid ro me, that the goods ſhould be all ſafe, and nothing 
hurt or loſt by the ſtorm, but when we came to look for our 
things, we miſt a looking-glaſs and a Piſtol, the glaſs-caſe was 
all broke and ſhiyered in many pieces by the rouling of the ſhip, 
beingin one of the Boxes or Cabbin-cheſts in the great Cabbin 
among other things, but the Glaſs it ſelf was not ſo much'as 
broken or crackt, and the caſe,though in eight or ten pieces, yet 
might eafily be joyned and glued together, that it isnot worſe 
by a farthing,which ſeems to me very admirable ; I told Captain 
Stoakes of it, and deſired him, if poſlible, to help me ro my Pi* 
ſtol, he examined them about it, bur it could nor be heard of,rill 
the very day the ſhip was going out of che Harbour, and then 
ſomebody that had it, conld not be quiet till he brought ic our,

I know that uſually dreams follow mens natural inclination, 
or their daily converſation, asin Pharaohs Butler and Baker, 
they dreamed of wine and baskets of meat, matters about which 
they were ordinarily imployed, Gen.40. andI having been in a 
continued meditation of Jefus Chriſt his love, power, bowels of 
pity towards his members, it was moſt likely, that if I dreamed 
of any thing I ſhould dream of him, as many times upon the'Sab. 
both night I have dreamed that 1 was inthe very lame compa- 
ny, and at the ſame exerciſes as I was upon the day ; and indeed 
the confideration of Chriſts humanity, his being ar Sea, -and his 
experimental knowledg of our miſeries much ſupported me;how 
many prayers did we put up for a ſate paitage,which though they 
do not move the Lord by any eloquence,as an Orator moves 
hearers, yet they move the Lord, as the cries of children make 
the bowels of their Parents yern towards them , and we mult 
diſtinguiſh between ſhadows and ſubſtances, dreams are bur 
the appearances of things which are not , natural dreams are ei- 
ther ſinful, deceitful and vain, as 1/a. 29. 8. the hungry thirſty | 
man dreams, that he eats and drinks, but he awakes, and his foul 
is faint for food , or elſe my are repreſentations of things paſt, 
which were really done;or things to come, which falls out accor- 
dingly;and the matter of the dream is principally to be regarded; . 
ſome Chriſtians have had difficult places of Scripture expounded 
to them in their dreams, as they have told me. 

Therefore although dreams which are natural and ordinary, 
be of little or no account, yetextraordinary dreams manytitmes 
prove true ; as if one cry in his dream or be ſo faſt aſleep that he 
feels not pinching, when the Imagination is ſo extraordinarily 
powerful, and thatthe party dreaming is confidently perſwaded 
that it will come to paſs, it commonly proves accorlthigly, as 
that of Katharin de Medicis Queen of France, wh med' 
that Hex. the ſecond ſhould be killed at the Tilt, andfaid ſhe 
would yencure her ſoul upon it. And fo he was killed by a 
Scots man, Montgomery, as ſhe dreamed. Petrarch in Padova 
dreamed thata Scorpion ſtung him to death, that was in one 
of the Lyons that ſtand before a ſtatue which they fondly call 
Sanita 7 «ftina,che next morning he told his dream, went thicker
